Los Angeles: paying 
through the nose 

The 19B4 Summer Olympics 
will be tho most difficult and 
costly for athletes compared 
with all the previous Games, 
Belgian Olympic Committee 
leader Dr Jacques Rogge told a 
press conference. We will have 
to pay thrice as much lo send 
the same delegation to the Lon 
Angeles as we Bolded In Mos- 
cow in 1980 and which coni' 
prised 120 people, ho stressed. 

The ministers In charge ol our 
Olympic Committee wore real 
shocked at the price asked by 
the Los Angeles Games organ' 
tears, said Van Zede, General 
Secretary of Belgium’s Olympic 
and Interfedeml Committee. 

At the same time. ■ the Los 
Angeles Games, will be the most 
"modest", Rogge claimed. While 
we got nine- can from the 
Organizing ' Committee at the 
1980 Games, we will have . do 
with Just two in Los Angelas.

OPPOSED TO AMERICAN MISSILES 


Helsinki. Tlio deployment In 
Western Europe of (he new 
American nuclear medium' range 
missiles would start a new spi- 
ral In Ilia arms race and fan up 
international tension, said the 
Finnish Prime Minister Kalevt 
Sorsa. He pointed to the need 
to achieve progress at the nego- 
tiations on limiting nuclear wea- 
pons In Europe on the basis of 
renouncing the deployment of 
American missiles on the terri- 
tory of European states. 

The Prime Minister also spo- 
ko of the need to uplift the 


prestige of the United Nations 
and to raise Its role and respon- 
sibility In the solution or such 
Important Issues for iha whole 
of mankind as the strengthening 
of peace ond the elimination ol 
poverty, 

Speaking In favour of the 
creation of nuclear-free zones 
la the north of Europe, he 
stressed that the Implementa- 
tion of this proposal would 
sir eng then die pecurily of the 
northern countries and of the 
whole of Europe. 


SOCIALISTS COME OUT WITH 
GOVERNMENT PROGRAMME IN SPAIN 



Madrid. The Congress of De- 
puties, which Is the lower cham- 
ber in the Spanish, parliament, 
has overwhelmingly voted in fa- 
vour of the appointment of 
F. Gonzfiles, Secretary-General 
of the Socialist Workers' Party, 
as the new Prime Minister of 
Spain. 

During the intense debate on 
the government programme pro- 
posed by the Socialists, P. Gon- 
zAlea made a number of impor- 
tant statements with reference 
to the domestic and foreign 
policies to be followed by his 
cabinet. He gave details of go- 
vernment plana to combat infla- 
tion, the economic recession, to 
eliminate the deficit In the go-' 
vemmfint budget and to achlova 
further progress In autonomlzn- 
ilon. F. Gonzales confirmed tha 
Socialist Party's commitment to 
progress, to the maintenance of

law and ordor and to observan- 
ce of the country's constitution. 

Jn foreign politics, he confir- 
raod that it woe the new gov- 
ernment's intention to atop 
Spain joining the military wing 
of NATO, which, as ha said, 
would mean that the country 
would slay "outside the inte- 
grated military structure" of the 
North Atlantic Alliance. He 
said that his government was 
going to hold a referendum on 
Spain's membership of NATO. 
On relations with the United 
Slates, the Socialist leader no- 
ted that these must be maintai- 
ned on an equitable footing. 
F. Gonziles also Blessed his go- 
vernment's resolve not to allow 
the deployment on Spanish soli 
of nuclear weapons, and Its In- 
tention of signing, with some 
reservations, the treaty on the 
non-proliferation of nuclear 
weapons.

THATCHER GOVERNMENT DECISION 


Loudon. The Parliamentary 
Undersecretary of Slate for 
Porolgn and Commonwealth Af- 
fairs Malcolm Rlfklud has told 
the House of Commons that Bri- 
tain will not be party In the 
present conditions to the agree- 
ment regulating the - develop- 
ment of sea bottom resources. 

Local political observers point 
out that this cabinet move fol- 
lows hard on the heels of a 
similar decision by the White 
House and Is tbe result o! a 


strong diplomatic effort by 
Washington to force Its allies to 
refuse to sign the convention. 

The International Convention 
on the Law of the Sea resulted 
from many years of negotiation. 
The final draft which was ap- 
proved by 130 nations last 
April envisages a range of mea- 
sures to protect the resources 
of the World Ocean from being 
plundered by transnational cor- 
porations.

FIRE-EXTINGUISHING 
BY WHIRLWIND 

Just nineteen kllogiarumes 
of explosives and one cud a 
half tonnes of Hre-ertlugiilsMng 
powder were required to pul 
out a tongue of flame rising oim 
hundred nielres Into llio air. 

This happened at a gas field 
In Uzbekistan when, as n :e»ult 
of an accident, n damaged bore- 
hole led millions ol cubic nwi- 
res of natural gas into the tire. 
Turbojet plants and other equip- 
ment were brought in to fight 
the blaze though to no avail. 
Then an appeal was made to 
ihe Novosibirsk Branch of the 
USSR Academy of Sciences. 

It was the first time that the 
Institute of Hydrodynamics had 
put Its new method ol fire-ex- 
tlngulshlng by whirlwind lo the 
test. Specialists studying storms 
and tornadoes found that the 
whirlwind circle cuts off the 
fire if it Is directed along the 
tongue of flame.
